Reagan  proposes  radical  change ' 


. .  *J3HINGT0N  (AP)  —  President  Reagan  on  Tuesday 
imposed  to  “radically  change”  the  federal  tax  structure, 
corning  the  current  system  as  complicated,  unjust  and 
un-American.”  He  outlined  a  plan  to  cut  tax  rates  and 
ijnpose  a  minimum  tax  on  people  and  corporations  “who 
re  not  paying  their  fair  share.” 

‘  “Will  our  proposal  help  you?”  he  asked  in  a  nationally 
televised  address  from  the  Oval  Office.  “You  bet  it  will.” 

His  remarks  were  laced  with  ridicule  for  a  tax  system 
jO  complex  that  even  Albert  Einstein  reportedly  needed 
lelp  on  his  1040  form,”  and  that  “treats  our  earnings  as  the 
lersonal  property  of  the  IRS.”  Reagan  urged  new  tax 
totes  of  15  percent  to  35  percent,  far  below  the  current  cap 
f  50  percent. 

"  “By  lowering  everyone’s  tax  rates  all  the  way  up  the 
income  scale,  each  of  us  will  have  a  greater  incentive  to 
imb  higher,  to  excel,  to  help  America  grow,”  Reagan 


Reagan’s  3,300-word  address  portrayed  nearly  every¬ 
one  as  a  winner  under  his  proposed  system.  One  of  the  few 
specific  mentions  of  a  higher  tax  tab  was  a  promise  that  the 
oil' and  gas  industry  “will  be  asked  to  pick  up  a  larger  share 
of  the  national  tax  burden”  by  an  elimination  of  the  “old 
oil”  depletion  allowance.  But  even  here  he  provided  good 
news:  maintenance  of  current  subsidies  for  exploration 
and  drilling  of  new  oil. 

Other  highlights:  an  end  to  the  tax  deduction  for  state 
and  local  taxes,  a  reduction  in  the  tax  on  capital  gain;  an 
increase  in  the  personal  exemption;  a  tax  for  the  first  time 
on  some  health  insurance  payments  made  by  employers  on  - 
behalf  of  their  employees. 

Reagan  also  promised  to  curtail  depreciation  deductions 
for  business  and  to  eliminate  the  investment  tax  credit. 

In  the  Democratic  response  to  the  president’s  address, 


Rep.  Dgn  Rostenkowski  of  Illinois,  chairman  of  the  tax¬ 
writing  House  Ways  and  Means  Committee,  called 
Reagan’s  plan  “a  starting  point”  to  change  the  system.  He 
said  Democrats  will  not  rubber  stamp  the  president’s 
package,  but  will  take  care  to  insure  that  it  is  made  more 
fair  —  echoing  one  of  Reagan’s  themes. 

“Death  and  taxes  may  be  inevitable  but  unjust  taxes  are 
not. ...  So  let’s  get  started,”  Reagan  said.  “Let’s  change 
the  tax  code,-  to  make  it  fairer,  and  change  tax  rates  so 
they  are  lower.” 

In  his  speech,  Reagan  offered  few  examples  as  to  who 
would  pay  more  to  finance  the  reduction  in  personal  rates. 
He  said,  “There  will  be  one  group  of  losers  in  our  tax  plan 
—  those  individuals  and  corporations  who  are  not  paying 
their  fair  share  —  or,  for  that  matter  —  any  share.  These 
abuses  cannot  be  tolerated.  Today,  Reagan  aides  were  to 
provide  their  first  briefings  on  the  tax  proposal. 


Tuesday  night,  the  president  said  the  tax  system  has 
been  changed  dozens  of  times  in  hundreds  of  ways,  “Yet, 
most  of  those  changes  didn’t  improve  the  system,  they 
made  it  more  like  Washington  itself:  complicated,  unfair, 
cluttered  with  gobbledygook  and  loopholes  designed  for 
those  with  the  power  and  influence  to  hire  high-priced 
legal  and  tax  advisers.” 

He  said,  “I  believe  that,  in  both  spirit  and  substancg, 
our  tax  system  has  come  to  be  un-American.” 

Reagan  said  his  tax  revisions  would  create  new  incen¬ 
tives  for  entrepreneurs  and  individual  wage  earners  which 
would  send  a  “simple,  straightforward  message  to  an  en¬ 
tire  nation:  America,  go  for  if.” 

The  White  House  fact  sheet  said  overal]  taxes  paid  by 
individuals  would  be  reduced  by  7  percent,  while  total 
taxes  paid  by  corporations  would  be  increased  by  9  per¬ 
cent.

Lafferty  remains 
in  death  row  cell 
as  Judge  Bullock 
denies  new  trial

Denial  of  a  motion  for  a  new  trial  is 
keeping’  convicted  murderer  Ron  Laf¬ 
ferty  waiting  on  death  row  for  an 
appeal  to  the  Utah  State  Supreme 
Court. 

The  six-point  motion  was  denied 
Tuesday  by  4th  District  Court  JUdge 
J.  Robert  Bullock  following  argu¬ 
ments  from  defense  and  prosecuting 
attorneys.  A  motion  for  an  arrest  of 
judgment  was  also  denied. 

“There  is  nothing  new  .  .  .  but  we 
certainly  want,  to  give  the  court  the 
benefit  of  our  rationale,”  said  Laffer- 
ty’s  attorney,  Richard  Johnson.  He 
continued  to  argue  that  Lafferty 
should  never  have  been  found  compe¬ 
tent  to  proceed  to  trial.  “Rationality 
—  ...  that’s  where  we  would  urge 
the  court  to  revise  the  position  and 
grant  a  new  trial.” 

Execution  date  set 

Lafferty  was  handed  a  July  2  ex¬ 
ecution  date  after  being  convicted  of 
the  throat-slashing  murders  of  his  sis- 
ter-in-laW  and  15-month-old  niece. 
Brenda  and  Erica  Lafferty  were 
found  in  their  American  Fork  duplex 
July  24  as  victims  of  what  has  been 
called  a  crime  of  revenge. 

“Mr.  Lafferty  is  unique  in  that  he  is 
suffering  from  a  paranoid  delusional 
system,  a  system  that  makes  it  im¬ 
possible  for  him  to  grasp  the  signifi¬ 
cance  of  what  is  taking  place,”  John¬ 
son  argued. 

Johnson  also  discussed  .why  a 
change  of  venue  should  have  been 
granted  as  he  had  requested  earlier, 
and  why  the  court  erred  in  not  allow¬ 
ing  Lafferty  to  represent  himself. 

A  motion  for  Johnson’s  withdrawal 
as  counsel  was  denied  in  a  previous 
hearing  when  Lafferty  “didn’t  feel 
‘moved  upon’  to. talk  to  the  court.” 
The  option  was  left  open  for  Lafferty  • 
to  intervene  at  any  time  during  the 


trial  to  request  self-representation, 
Bullock  said.  “He  never  became 
‘moved  upon’  during  the  whole  course 
of  the  trial  either,”  he  said. 

Lafferty’s  delusional  system 

Johnson,  however,  said  Lafferty’s 
delusional  system  hindered  him  from 
making  any  such  request.  “He  has  to 
make  the  request  of  people  he  be¬ 
lieves  are  kingpins  in  this  paranoid 
delusional  system,”  Johnson  said. 

Chief  Utah  County  deputy  attor¬ 
ney  Wayne  Watson  said  the  decision 
of  competency  was  supported  before 
and  throughout  the  trial.  Watson 
pointed  out  conversations  between 
Johnson  and  Lafferty  and  note-taking 
by  Lafferty  during  the  trial.  Johnson 
made  a  “better  defense  than  Lafferty 
could  ever  have  made,”  Watson  said. 

Johnson,  however,  said  the  notes 
were  useless,  consisting  of  two  pages 
of  one-liners  with  a  word  or  phrase 
and  a  question  mark.  Lafferty’s  com¬ 
ments  and  questions  were  not  helpful 
either,  Johnson  said.  “I  don’t  feel 
good  about  him,”  or  “Isn’t  it  funny  he 
won’t  look  me  in  the  eye”  are  exam¬ 
ples  of  conversations  between  Laffer¬ 
ty  and  Johnson  during  the  trial,  John¬ 
son  said. 

“There  was  no  interchange  at  all, 
no  cooperation  at  all,”  Johnson  said. 

Not  in  ‘cahoots’ 

Lafferty,  dressed  in  all  white  with  a 
trimmed  beard  and  hair  pulled  back  in 
a  pony  tail  held  by  a  green  rubber 
band,  said  he  likes  Johnson  and  did 
not  feel  Johnson  and  Watson  were  “in 
cahoots”  against  him. 

When  asked  if  he  wanted  to  be 
heard,  Lafferty  told  Bullock,  “I  don’t 
consider  jnyself  mentally  ill  in  any 
way.” 

The  transcript  of  the  case  is  still 
being  prepared  and  will  take  approx¬ 
imately  two  months  before  it  is  ready 
to  send  to  the  state  supreme  court, 
said  Edward  V.  Quist,  court  re¬ 
corder. 


Recovery  efforts  slow 
is  crews  near  bodies

mot  take  place  for  a  while,  said  Emery 
ng  Corp.  spokesman  Bob  Henrie. 
te.  workers  were  able  to  penetrate  300 
into  the  sealed  portion  of  the  mine 
■e  encountering  cave-ins  in  the  tun- 
said  Henrie. 

Ye  have  to  find  out  how  extensive  the 
age  is  before  we  know  what  sort  of 
ack  we  are  facing,”  he  said.  “We  hope 
able  to  learn  that  in  the  next  couple  of, 

te  fire,  which  erupted  Dec.  19  in  a 
>n  of  the  mine  called  1st  North,  trap¬ 


ped  five  managers  and  22  miners.  Three 
days  later  the  blaze  forced  rescue  workers 
to  evacuate  and  seal  the  area,  leaving  the 
bodies  behind. 

“Their  recovery  lies  many  days  and 
possibly  many  weeks  ift  the  future,”  said 
Henrie.  “Media  reports  .  .  .  that  say  they 
may  be  reached  this  week  are  creating  a 
sense  of  false  hope  in  the  families.” 

Although  specially  trained  experts,have 
already  been-  brought  into  the  area  to 
assist  in  retrieval  of  the  bodies,  the  date 
they  will  begin  work  is  uncertain. 

“The  time  frame  of  their  involvement  is 
dependent  on  mine  conditions,”  Henrie 
said.  . 

The  length  of  time  before  the  next  adv¬ 
ance  into  the  sealed  portion  of  the  mine  is 
subject  to  speculation  because  of  cave-ins 
encountered  by  the  recovery  crews. 

“An  advance  is  unlikely,”  Henrie  said, 
referring  to  work  that  will  take  place  to¬ 


day.  “They’ll  go  as  far  as  they  safely  can, 
but  they  need  to  know  the  conditions  so 
they  can  determine  how  to  deal  with  them. 

The  fire  still  smolders  although  it  is  be¬ 
lieved  to  be  restricted  to  a  portion  of  1st 
South,  an  area  comprising  three  tunnels. 
Workers  have  been  building  fire-proof 
seals  closer  and  closer  to  the  fire  in  an 
effort  to  extinguish  the  blaze. 

“They  (the  recovery  crews)  have  been 
working  for  the  past  several  weeks  to  seal 
the  fire  off,”  said  Henrie.  “We  believe  it’s 
confined  to  the  one  area  now,  although 
there  may  be  other  hot  spots.” 

•  The  cause  of  the  fire  has  been  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  two  rounds  of  hearings,  in  which 
more  than  80  Emery  workers  were  called 
to  testify. 

When  the  tunnels  are  passable,  profes¬ 
sional  investigators  will  examine  physical 
evidence  to  determine  the  cause  of  the 
blaze.

District  superintendent 

District  superintendent,  Dr.  Clark  Cox,  said  that  although  the 
district  got  a  four  percent  increase  in  funding  from  the  state  in 
1984-85,  district  expenditures  for  the  same  period  ran  over  seven 
percent. 

■  Eighty-six  percent  of  the  budget  is  already  taken  up  with 
salaries,  Cox  said,  and  “I  don’t  know  how  we  can  reach  into  that 
and  (jo  any  more.” 

Need  for  funding 

On  the  subject  of  another  leeway,  board  officials  said  they  and 
the  teachers  had  apparently  failed  to  educate  parents  of  the 
district’s  critical  need  for  more  funding,  and  that  it  might  take  as 
much  as  a  year  to  prepare  patrons  for  another  vote  on  the  matter. 
It  took  the  Provo  School  District  three  attempts  to  finally  pass  a 
leeway. 

Franklin  said  that  teachers  were  willing  to'  hold  out  tb  the 
bitter  end  for  a  fair  settlement  from  the  district,  or  until  the 
board  could  prove  that  there  was  absolutely  no  more  money 
available.  • 


ASBYU  officers  agree 


to  sell  used 
to  generate

Thie  ASBYU  Executive  Counci^has  decided  to 
Sell  some  used  office  equipment  to  generate  operat¬ 
ing  capital  for  its  spring/summer  activities. 

The  equipment  —  consisting  of  mainly  compu¬ 
ters  and  electric  typewriters  —  will  be  sold  to  the 
Wilkinson  Center  to  be  used  in  its  computer  and 
typewriter  labs.  According  to  Lindsay  Bennion, 
ASBYU’s  director  of  public  communications,  the 
.  sale  will  bring  approximately  $13,000  to  ASBYU’s 
coffers.  The  funds  will  then  be  used  to  pay  for  some 
of  ASBYU’s  operating  overhead  and  student,  acti¬ 
vities. 

“Basically,  the  executive  council  agreed  to  sell 
the  office  equipment  to  generate  money  for  sum¬ 
mer  activities,”  said  Bennion.  ASBYU  found  its 
budget  tb  be  inadequate  after  winter  semester. 

“A  big  part  of  our  budget  is  based  on  revenues 
projected  to  be  generated  during  the  year,”  said 
Bennion.  “This  year  the  revenue  didn’t  meet  what 
we  had  expected  it  to  — some  ventures  during  the 


equipment 
more  funds 

winter  didn’t  produce  the  revenue  expected.” 

Bennion  specifically  cited  the  Mormon  Arts  Ball, 
the  1920s  Extravaganza  and  sales  of  the  Banyan  as 
not  meeting  their  revenue  goals. 

“As  a  result,  the  new  council  was  looking  for 
funds  and  found  some  surplus  material  it  could 
sell,”  he  said. 

Bennion  noted  ASBYU  does  not  generally  need 
two  computers  during  the  summer  months,  but 
there  is  a  possibility  the  equipment  will  be  needed 
again  in  the  fall.  Should  this  happen,  he  said 
■  ASBYU  would  try  to  work  out  either  a  lease  or  a 
buy  back  agreement  for  the  equipment. 

“This  should  not  be  much  of  a  sacrifice,”  Bennion 
said.  “Come  fall  when  the  new  budget  comes,  we 
will  be, able  to  see  what  is  most  cost  effective  and  if 
all  the  equipment  really  is  necessary.” 

Operating  fund  shortages  for  spring/summer  are 
not  uncommon,  but  Bennion  said  a  new  budget  for 
ASBYU  is  being  worked  on.  He  said  this  will  en¬ 
able  student  government  to  become  more  orga¬ 
nized  and  manage  the!  money  more  efficiently  and 
effectively.

Elder  Busche  talks  of  perilous  timesl

Members  of  the  LDS  Church  must  never  forget 
that  their  first  priority  and  constant  endeavor  is  to 
be  filled  with  the  spirit  and  light  of  the  Lord,  said  a 
member  of  the  First  Quorum  of  Seventy  in  Tues¬ 
day’s  Devotional  assembly  address. 

“Only  when  we  are  filled  with  the  spirit  can  we 
receive  direction,  encouragement,  strength  and 
motivation  to  do  what  is  necessary  to  establish 
righteousness, 'not  only  in  our  own  lives  but  in  our 
communities  and  the  nations  throughout  the 
world,”  Elder- Busche  said. 

He  said  although  Christians  have  known  about 
the  commandment  to  love  God  with  all  their  heart, 
soul  and  mind,  and  to  love  their  neighbor  as  them¬ 
selves,  mankind  is  still  waiting  the  fulfilment  of 
those  commandments. 

Elder  Busche  distinguished  this  love  from  love  as 
the  World  knows  it  as  a  gift  of  the  spirit.  He  said  it 
needs  to  be  acquired  through  chastity,  purity  of 
thought,  and  obedience  to  the  covenants  people 
make  with  God,  rather  than  through  lust  and  want. 

He  said  the  reason  men  and  women  are  created 
differently  is  to  help  them  develop,  fulfill  and  stay 
within  certain  roles. 

A  woman’s  role  is  not  only  to  give  life,  but  to 
preserve,  train,  comfort,  nurture  and  strengthen 
it,  he  said. 


Mans  role  is  to  respect,  protect  and  care  for  the 
woman,  Elder  Busche  said.  He  said  this  plan  gives 
us  a  powerful  demonstration  of  self-denying  love. 

Members  of  the  church  have  a  tendency  to  see 
their  duties  and  responsibilities  “and  sometimes 
miss  seeing  how -the  Lord  expects  that  first  and 
foremost,  one’s  responsibility  is  to  be  filled  with  his 
light  and  his  power,  that  we  might  receive  strength 
and  the  capability  to  overcome'the  natural  man’ 

,  within  us,”  Elder  Busche  said. 

He  explained  that  being  filled  with  the  light  and 
spirit  of  Christ  enables  one  to  see  the  foolishness 
and  the  disaster  of  the  self-centeredness  of  then.  . 

“We  can  see  that  selfishness,  if  not  overcome, 
becomes  the  root  of  all  diseases  of  our  own  lives,” 
said  Elder  Busche. 

Elder’ Busche  quoted  statistics  on  divorces, 
deaths  resulting  from  drunk  driving,  abortions, 
murders  and  illegitimate  births  to  illustrate  that 
selfishness  abounds  in  society,  and  is  a  threat  to 
security  and  the  cause  of  the  destruction  of  livable 
lives. 

“Let  us  become  aware  that  we  are  living  in  very 
perilous  times  as  we  are  personal  witnesses  of  how 
men’s  philosophies  and  religions  have  brought  this 
world  to  the  brink  of  literal  destruction,”  he  said. 

“As  we  are  learning  to  be  always  under  the  influ¬ 
ence  of  the  light  of  Christ,  we  will  be  able  to  show 
the  world  alternatives  to  their  social,  political  and 
economic  calamities.”

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Provo  teachers  get  pay  raise 


Provo  School  District  teachers  agreed 
to  a  5  percent  pay  increase  in  an  early 
settlement  in  teacher  contract  talks  last 
week,  and  five  other  districts  also  reached 
early  settlements,  according  to  the  Utah 
Education  Association. 

In  addition  to  the  pay  increase  and  ex¬ 
isting  benefits,  Provo  teachers  will  have 
12  additional  working  days  for  the  teacher 
career-ladder  program  —  a  program  giv¬ 
ing  teachers  the  opportunity  to  work  extra 
days  on  curriculum  development  and  in¬ 
struction  improvement. 


“Teachers*  are  feeling  very,  very  good 
about  what. they  settled  for,”  said  June 
Scofield,  the  president-elect  of  the  Provo 
Education  Association. 

Although  six  districts  have  already 
reached’  an  agreement  the  Alpine  School 
District  is  one  of  the  other  34  districts  that 
has  not.  Alpine  School  District  offered 
teachers  a  2.6-percent  increase,  but  with  a 
5  percent  increase  in  weighted  pupil  unit 
funds  from  the  state  (money  'given  to  the 
school  districts  according  to  the  number'of 
students  enrolled)  teachers  should  receive 


a  higher  raise,  said  David  Crow,  president 
of  the  Alpine  Federation  of  Teachers. 

“We  expect  at  least  5  percent,”  Crow 
said.  The  Alpine  Federation  of  Teachers 
recommends  teachers  sign  no  contract  and 
may  offer  only  minimal  services  until  an 
agreement  is  reached. 

Daggett  County  School  District 
teachers  settled  for  a  4  percent  pay  in¬ 
crease.  Teachers  in  the  Duchesne  County, 
San  Juan  County  and  South  Summit

The  BYU  men’s  track  team  departed 
Tuesday  morning  for  Austin,  Texas,  with 
six  athletes  to  participate  in  the  NCAA

BOSTON  (AP)  —  It  was  the  run¬ 
ners  against  the  gunners. 

The  Boston  Celtics  solved  the  puz¬ 
zle  that  baffled  so  many  Los  Angeles 
opponents.  They  showed,  in  record¬ 
setting  fashion,  that  the  way  to  slow 
down  the  Lakers’  fastbreak  is  to  keep 
hitting  shots. 

With  Scott  Wedman  and  Danny 
Ainge  connecting  with  long-range 
bombs,  the  National  Basketball  Asso¬ 
ciation’s  defending  champions  over¬ 
whelmed  the  Lakers  148-114  Monday 
in  the  opener  of  the  best-of-seven 
championship  series. 

“After  we  got  up  by  30  points,  I 
thought  it  was  a  dream,”  said  Boston 
forward  Cedric  Maxwell. 

“Not  in  my  wildest  dreams  would  I . 
have  thought  this  would  happen  to 
us,”  said  Los  Angeles  guard  Earvin 
“Magic”  Johnson.  “It  was  like  a  night¬ 
mare.” 

The  Lakers,  who  had  scored  153 
points  to  beat  Denver  by  44  in  their 
previous  game,  lost  Monday  by  34, 
their  biggest  deficit  in  a  championship 
series. 

It  came  on  the  anniversary  of  Los 
Angeles’  115-109  victory  over  Boston 
in  the  opener  of  last  year’s  finals. 
Since  then,  the  Celtics  are  unbeaten 


in  12  home  playoff  games. 

Los  Angeles  also  was  on  a  roll, 
averaging  131.2  points  per  game  in 
building  an  11-2  playoff  record  this 
year  before  Monday’s  contest. 

“We’re  a  good  running  team  when 
we  rebound,  but  you  have  a  hard  time 
fastbreaking  consistently  when 
you’re  taking  it  (the  ball)  out  of  your 
net,”  said  Los  Angeles  coach  Pat 
Riley.  “The  majority  of  your  fast- 
breaks  come  off  good  defense  and  long 
rebounds  and  we  didn’t  have  it.” 

“We  controlled  the  boards,  we 
showed -patience  on  offense,  moved 
the  ball  around  and  looked  for  the 
good  shot,”  said  Boston  coach  K.C. 
Jones.  “That’s  how  we  controlled 
their  fastbreak. 

“We  are  not  going  to  shoot  like  that 
every  night.  Hopefully  we  will  be  the 
same  Thursday  (in  the  second  game), 
but  I  know  better  than  that.” 

In  the  first  half,  Boston  had  21  fast¬ 
break  points  to  just  eight  for  Los 
Angeles. 

“We’ll  study  the  films  for  a  long, 
time  and  see  what  we  did  wrong,” 
said  Laker  center  Kareem  Abdul  Jab- 
bar,  who  was  held  to  12  points  and 
three  rebounds.

B  YU  is  the  only  institution  to  have  won  the  Con-  , 
ference  Cup  since  the  HCAC  was  organized  in 
1982.  The  award  was  announced  by  Margie  McDo¬ 
nald,  HCAC  executive  director. 

“It  (the  Conference  Cup  award)  shows  the  viable 
women’s  athletic  program  that  BYU  has,”  McDo¬ 
nald  said.  “They  (BYU)  consistently,  year  after 
year,  finish  No.  1  or  No.  2  in  every  sport.  They 
have  a  real  dynasty  in  women’s  sports'.”

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Police  have  duty 
to  create  rapport 
with  local  citizens

Besides  protection  from  crime,  citizens  also  de¬ 
serve  a  sympathetic  ear  and  a  patient,  courteous 
attitude,  says  one  Orem  police  official. 

,  Some  years  ago  Officer  Gerald  Nielsen  knelt 
helpless  over  a  dying  child  —  the  victim  of  an 
accidental  fall  from  her  father’s  moving  pickup 
truck. 

“There  was  nothing  I  could  do,”  he  remembered. 
With  the  father  in  hysterics,  Nielsen  said  he  offered 
what  comfort  and  first  aid  he  could  until  ari  ambu¬ 
lance  arrived. 

Then,  only  moments  later,  visions  of  the  same 
unfortunate  scene  shed  before  his  mind’s  eye  as 
another  father  crossed  his  path  in  an  open  truck 
with  children  standing  behind  its  cab. 

Without  thinking,  Nielsen  said  he  waved  the  Un¬ 
suspecting  father  to  the  curb,  and  in  a  rage  un¬ 
leashed  a  torrent  of  pent-up  emotion. 

Reflecting  later  on  the  second  incident,  Nielsen 
said  though  he  still  felt  the  father  .wrong  for  car¬ 
rying  children  in  an  open  truck,  he  was  sure  his  1 
actions  left  the  man  with  an  unsavory  impression  of' 
police  procedure. 

By  the  time  most  people  reach  a  peace  officer,  or 
vice  versa,  something  bad  has  usually  already  hap¬ 
pened  and  tension  is  often  running  high.  This  puts 
added  pressure  on  the  officer  to  react  in  a  calm,  but 
capable  caring  manner,  Nielsen  said. 

For  this  reason  police  officers  are  taught  not  to 
carry  a  bad  experience  from  one  situation,  to 
another,  but  to  handle  each  call  individually.  The 
public  deserves  that  kind  of  fair,  unbiased  treat¬ 
ment,  Nielsen  said. 

Leland  Bowers,  chief  of  police  for  Springville 
city,  agrees  and  said  today’s  police  rookies  are 
being  taught  the  value  of  police-public  relations  at 
the  state  academy  in  West  Valley  City  during  their 
10-week  training  period/ 

“We  try  to  convince  rookies  that  police  work  is 
not  all  hard-core  crime,  but  that  people  have  diffe¬ 
rent  needs  and  problems  and  should  be  treated  as 
sensitive  human  beings,”  Bowers  said. 

“Through  the  1950s  the  general  attitude  among 
many  officers  was  that  they  could  handle  any  and  all 
situations  without  the  public’s  help  or  support,” 
Bowers  said.  But  with  the  drastic  rise  in  crime 
rates  across  most  of  the  country,  police  are  finding 
a  real  ally  in  the  public’s  interest  to  help.  This 
interest  has  been  vividly  expressed  in  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  crime  watch  program,  Bowers  said.

Utah  teachers , 
broadcasters  join 
to  aid  graduates

Several  state-wide  organizations  have  joined 
with  the  Utah  Broadcasters  Association  this  year 
in  an  effort  to  reduce  the  number  of  drinking  high 
school  students  who  drive  on  graduation  night. 

Organizers  of  Operation  Graduation,  as  it  is 
being  called,  said  a  toll-free  number  will  be  avail¬ 
able  for  students  to  call  if  they  drink  and  find  them¬ 
selves  in  trouble  and  unable  to  drive  home  on  gra¬ 
duation  night.  Teachers’  associations  ; across  the* 
state  are  arranging  rides  home  for  the  students. 

Dorthy  Dart,  public  relations  officer  for  the  Utah 
State  Medical  Association,  said  a  pool  of  speakers 
has  been  organized  from  Which  area  schools  have 
been  able  to  draw  law  enforcement  officials  and 
victims  of  alcohol-related  accidents  to  speak  to  stu¬ 
dents  on  the  dangers  of  alcohol  abuse. 

To  reinforce  personal  commitment  not  to  drink, 
students  at  individual  schools  have  been  encour¬ 
aged  to  sign  pledge  cards  promising  they  will  not 
drive  and  drink  on  graduation  night.  In  return  for 
the  cards,  students  are  being  offered  a  10  percent 
discount  on  meals  at  restaurants  participating  in 
the  program.  The  school  collecting  the  most  cards 
will  be  given  a  party  by  a  local  radio  station. 

Val  Harris,  director  of  Provo’s  Third  District 
Juvenile  Court,  said  alcohol  usage  among  teen¬ 
agers  seems  to  be  on  the  rise  in  Utah  V alley — even 
more  than  drugs. 

Last  year  more  than  800  j  uveniles  were  referred 
to  the  court  by  area  police  for  alcohol-related

“Many  kids  are  leaving  drugs  and  going  back  to 
alcohol  because  they  see  how  drugs  have  ruined 
many  of  their  friends  at  school,”  Harris  said. 

What  they  do  not  see,  however,  is  the  devastat¬ 
ing  long-term  effects  that  alcohol  can  also  bring  to  a 
young  person. 

Another  reason  many  teen-agers  are  choosing 
alcohol  over  drugs  is  the  stiffer  penalty  for  drug 
possession,  Harris  said.  The  court  program  for  a 
first-time  alcohol  offense  is  a  $50  fine  or  a  $10  tui¬ 
tion  fee  students  must  pay  for  attendance  at  a  one- 
night  school  on  alcohol  abuse. 

A  second  offense  demands  that  the  student 
attend  the  school  with  parents  once-a-week  for  a 
month. 

If  a  juvenile  is  referred  to  the  court  a  third  time, 
he  or  she  must  undergo  complete  social  evaluation, 
probation  or  an  intense  therapy-oriented  program. 

Alcohol  is  not  the  problem,  but  only  the  symp¬ 
tom.  Kids  today  are  under  a  great  deal  of  pressure 
at  home  and  school  and  are  simply  using  alcohol  to 
escape,  Harris  said.

Utah  Arts 
to  feature

Sid  Krommenhoek  from  American  Fork  is  gently 
lifted  up  and  strapped  to  the  painted  plywood.  His 
face,  neck  and  chest  are  covered  with  theatrical 
makeup.  His  upper  torso  is  all  that  can  be  seen. 

Krommenhoek  is  one  of  the  330  cast  members 
that  will  be  appearing  in  the  Utah  Pageant  of  the 
Arts  at  American  Fork  High  School  June  10 
through  July  19. 

“Where  other  directors  might  ask  cast  members 
to  ‘put  a  little  action  into  it,’  our  producing  director, 
David  0.  Brockbank,  demands  that  they  do  nothing  * 
except  sit  or  stand  in  place  to  recreate  a  life-size 
sculpture  piece  or  painting  from  the  treasures  of 
the  ages  or  a  dynamic  selection  of  today,”  said 
Betty  G.  Spencer,  pageant  public  relations 
director. 

In  a  costume  covered  with  plastic  and  a  carefully 
styled  wig,  13-year-old  Suzie  Jenks  said  it  was 
“boring”  to  be  in  the  “living  pictures”  production 
that  is  part  of  the  Utah  pageant. 

The  Utah  Pageant  of  the  Arts  began  in  June  1973 
despite  .initial  public  opinion  that  it  could  not  be 
done.  With  the  help  of  volunteers  who  build  the 
sets,  design  the  costumes,  write  the  script,  repre¬ 
sent  the  art  and  promote  the  festival,  the  pageant  is 
now  in  its  13th  season. 

It  began  with  four  performances.  Each  year  the 
number  of  performances  has  increased.  This  sum¬ 
mer  the  “living  pictures”  production  will  be  pre¬ 
sented  34  times. 

Making  the  costumes  is  an  art  in  and  of  itself.  It 
requires  research,  resources  and  imagination  to 
make  them  look  like  authentic  reproductions  of  the

originals. 

Suzie  Jenks  of  Alpine  and  Charlotte  Needham  of 
Pleasant  Grove  appear  in  “Swinging,”  a  Lladro 
•  porcelain.  Their  costumes  are  covered  with  a  soft 
plastic  to  give  them  the  appearance  of  porcelain. 

Makeup  is  an  important  part  of  the  production.  It 
is  a  water-based  theatrical  makeup  that  is  applied 
liberally  to  cast  members’  faces  and  bodies. 

The  people  who  act  as  sculptures  wear  only  body 
suits  and  white  theatrical  makeup  that  is  painted 
over  their  entire  bodies.  This  particular  costume  is 
quite  chilly,  and  those  who  are  required  to  wear 
this  makeup  must  move  gingerly  because  it  cracks 
easily. 

Perhaps  the  most  demanding  part  of  the  “living 
pictures”  production  is  designing,  building  and 
painting  the  scenes  that  the  actors  are  placed  in. 
The  most  simple  set  requires  50  to  60  man-hours, 
according  to  Ingrid  Brockbank,  casting  coordinator 
from  American  Fork.  The  most  difficult,  “Bareback 
Eiders,”  a  reproduction  of  the  painting  by  W.H. 
Brown,  required  at  least  200  man-hours. 

The  pageant  will  portray  a  variety  of  mediums 
including  paintings,  sculptures,  porcelains,  "arti¬ 
facts,  painting  on  crystal,  bas-relief,  and  greeting 
cards. 

In  addition  to  the  “living  pictures”  production, 
the  pageant  includes  a  modem  dance  workshop,  a 
youth  art  exhibit,  a  professional  art  exhibit,  and 
seminars  from  noted  professionals.  The  goal  of  the 
pageant  is  to  bring  art  and'  cultural  awareness  to 
the  community. 

“Utah  Pageant  of  the  Arts  has  been  built  on 
teamwork.  That  same  teamwork  will  allow  us  to 
grow  and  further  serve  all  who  can  benefit  from 
exposure  to  the  arts,”  Spencer  said.
